We believe that Richard Achillet 
Ballinger l ( not a flt man for the 
place, because his natural sympathies 
are with the men, who desire to *i 
pkilt this latent wealth. However. 
Plnchot and Olavls went no funhcr 
than this, while Hampton s magaaine 
and others, whose delight it is to 
Injure the administration In the pub- 
lic eye, subtly appeal, like a socialist, 
to the covetousnees of the reader to 
make their point. For Justanoe. 
Hampton s emphasises the fact that 
this coal and ore and water •'it* land 
Is "our land ', and by Imaginary fig- 
ures proves that the value of Alaskan 
deposits is a trillion dollars. Thla, 
says Hampton's, divided among the 
l>eople, wluld give every ciUien |60.- 
mni How many anarchlsta did that 
statement make? In the first place, 
Hampton's assures us that not one- 
twentieth of Alaska haa been sur- 
veyed, and all Its figures are based on 
"supposing there Is so much of this 
and so much of that In the hills." In 
the second place, we have no idea of 
dividing Alaska among the people of 
this country. If we did, should we 
give each a pick and a permit, or dig 
the stuff out at government expense, 
haul It down to the states and let 
the congressmen and seuators dis- 
tricts the "cush" as they now do 
seeds? What a saturnalia would fol- 
low the "divvy"! Who would care 
anything about Collier's fight against 
Ballinger, while the $60,000 lasted, 
or who would waste his time rending 
he "uplift" magaxines? We would 
'blow in" i'ii: ■ and then go around 
to some Socialist and propose that we 
start over again on the same "equal 
Ity" — the equal opportunity to spend 
the money. 

Such stuff is as bad, if not worse, 
than permitting the Guggenheim* to 
take Alaska. Then it would only do 
the Ouggenhelms barm. We expect 
that coal fuel and Iron deposits to be 
developed by private interests, and 
we expect the water power Kites to be 
used by private or municipal con- 
cerns for the development of power, 
and we expect the timber to be cut 
by private Interests; but we expect 
them to be utilised under public su- 
pervision to prevent waste and ex 
cost to the consumer.

He 
has occupied many positions of hon- 
or and trust,

varied and extenaiv*. In 1868, he 
« presidential elector on the IVm 
ocratic ticket; from 1869 to 1873. 
he was a member of the legislature 
>m Madison county, and, without 
opposition, was chosen speaker of 

1875. defeating John M. Harlan by 
an overwhelming majority, he be- 
came governor of Kentucky As a 
candidate for congress in 1884, he 
carried eleven of thirteen counties, 
d served In the lower house of 
the national legislature for twelve 
successive years. During this period 
he was a member of committees on 
coinage and weights and foreign af- 
falra, and other Important commit 
tees. In 1892 he was appointed by 
the president as a commissioner to 
represent the United States at the in- 
temational monetary conference at 
Brussels. His service Id congress is 
a part of the nation's history. In 
1902 he waa elected to the United 
States senate. As :> well known, he 
was a brave and gallant Confederate 
soldier, entering the army as a priv- 
ate and leaving It, after the surren- 
der, aa a lieutenant colonel. 

In politics. Mr McCreary has never 
been identified with factions or clans. 
There Is probably no public man with 
fewer personal enemies. He is es- 
teemed for his character, his qualifi- 
cations and his attractive personality 
by political format; and friend alike 
He would harmonise all differences 
in the party; there Is no Democrat 
who could have a reaaon to oppose 
him. and he would win votes from all 
parties. 

Ills nomination would reflect Infin- 
ite credit od wisdom of the party, 
and his election would mean a for- 
ward step for the state along aH 
lines.

In which case part of 
It call be used fur pasture In addl 
tlon to this, there Is usually some land 
ou every farm that is ti~> wet or too 
rough to be used for anything but per 
mauent pasture. In too mauy cases 
these permanent pastures sre weedy 
and unproductive. A Sock or shc-p M 
goats will do much M gal H I of the 
If there are any UlllttM they 
be cut while lu blootu and a 
of aalt put on the 
area of land hi 
aeverely overgrased in the past it will 
be absolutely necessary that It be very 
carefully pastured for the first two or 
three years. The native grasses and 
rornge plants must have a chance to 
regain their former vigor and to go to 
seed. A very large number of stock- 
men advocate resting the laud-that Is. 
keeping all stock off for a (>erlod of 
three or four years. That this remedy 
will bring about the desired results 
has been definitely proved lu numer- 
ous instances. 

To Increase the productivity It will 
be necessary to thicken tbe stand ami 
loosen the soil. The yield of pastures 
be doubled by running a 
bem In tbe spring. This Is 
especially true It a few pounds of 
grass seed to the acre are used at the 
same time There Is nothing 
than alalke clover for tbe wet 
Hedtop is also good in aucb places, al- 
though it Is not liked weU enough by 
the Btock to warrsnt iu use where 
better grasses will grow. 

Alslke clover (Trifoilum bybridum) 
ls« perennial clover abuse appearance 
suggests a hybrid between red and 
white clovers, but it Is not a hybrid. 
It will thrive on soil too wet fur red 
clover, but on ordinary soli Is proba- 
bly not to bo so highly recommended. 
It should be sown with grasses to give 
tbe best results. 

The standard pasture grass through 
out the corn belt Is blue grass. For 
early spring and late fall pasturage 
nothing can equal it. It Is nutritious, 
tbe stock like it weil. It Is not easily 
Injured by tramping, and it is a good 
ylelder. The chief objection to It 1* 
that It practically ceases growth dnr 
Ing the hot. dry days of midsummer 
At this time It la necessary Nk supple 
ment the blue grnss pasture with some 
foruge crop or have a fresh pasture 
to turn the stock Into. Many atock- 
men have several different pastures. 
Tbey stock one heavily, so that it will 
be eaten down close In three or rour 
weeks, then change tbe animals to a 
fresh one while tbe grass In the first 
gets another start. In this way gnat 
it value cun be got out of a certain 
amount of pasture land. It Is a good 
plan to allow part of the blue grass 
land to make a growth of six orsjight 
inches before winter. This mukes ex

as It usually is, the stock are liable la 
rat tbe more palatable grasses first, 
leaving the orchard grass to grow up 
ind become hard and woody. When 
the plan of changing pastures Is prai 
llced there Is little trouble from this 
source, aa all tbe grass Is eaten down 
quickly. 

A good mixture to sow on old pas 
tore before disking Is eight pounds if 
blue grass, two pounds of orchard 
grass and two or thres pounds of some 
kind of clover. Red clover Is good, but 
does not last long. In moat regions 
where blue grass flourishes white clo 
ver will work without seeding In a 
few years. A mixture of alslke and 
redtop scattered around the wet spots 
will complete the renovation of the 
pasture. From this time on a good 
disking every spring will keep the pas 
lure In good condition. Any tbln spots 
which appear can be reaeeded at tbe 
same time.

Excellent fall feed can Is- obtained 
by sowing rape or a mixture of ru|>c 
snd clover wilb the small grain lu the 
spring.
